More than 100 state legislators from 
Montana, North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Wyoming attended lative 
Bismarck, North Dakota, September 
25-26. Senator George Longmire, Chairman 
the North Dakota Legislative Research 
Committee, served Chairman the meet- 
ing. Governor William Guy North Da- 
kota welcomed the delegates the State 
Capitol. 

The meeting's purpose was exchange 
information and explore ways which the 
four states might cooperate save money 
and provide better services. Topics dis- 
cussed general and workshop sessions in- 
cluded taxation, legislative procedure, 
interstate cooperation institutional 
care, education and school district reor- 
ganization, and municipal finance.

LEGISLATIVE LEADERS 


The Third Annual Meeting The Nation- 
Conference State Legislative Leaders was 
held Nevada, October 2-6. More than 250 
leaders from thirty-eight states attended. 

Conference sessions were held Carson 
City, Reno and Las Vegas. Senator Walter 
Mahoney, Majority Leader and President Pro Tem 
the New York State Senate and President 
the conference, welcomed the delegates 
general session the State Capitol. During 
the four day meeting general and workshop 
sessions were held highways and traffic 
safety, civil defense, legislative problems 
and procedures, health insurance and hospi- 
talization costs, federal-state relations, 
atomic energy, air pollution control and wa- 
ter resources. 

Adam Yarmolinsky, Special Assistant 
the United States Secretary Defense, ad- 
dressed the delegates general session 
civil defense. another session Gov- 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller New York 
spoke federal-state Speakers 
workshop atomic energy included 
Charles Eason the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission and Francis McCune, 
Chairman the New York State Advisory Com- 
mittee Atomic Energy. 

Two the resolutions adopted set 
special committee study the articles 
organization and bylaws the conference, 
and authorized nine member interim committee 
study and investigate procedures for mod- 
ernizing and revitalizing the state legisla- 
tures. Another resolution deplored the 
mounting toll deaths automobile ac- 
cidents and called for broad approach 
highway safety. recommended improved 
road engineering, widescale driver educa- 
tion, tightened driver examination measures,

uniform motor vehicle safety legislation 
and uniform traffic codes, and reciprocal 
compacts affecting violators. Other reso- 
lutions endorsed the Seattle 1962 World's 
Fair; expressed appreciation Senator 
Mahoney for his efforts behalf the 
conference; and congratulated Ralph Brown, 
Speaker the California Assembly upon his 
appointment the California Fifth District 
Court Appeals. 

The legislative leaders elected of- 
ficers and executive committee for the 
coming year. Gordon Boone, member 
the Maryland House Delegates, was elected 
President; Carl Burgess, Speaker the 
South Dakota House Representatives, Vice 
President; and Richard Roth, Director 
Information and Research the New York 
Senate, Secretary-Treasurer. Senator Ma- 
honey, Majority Leader and President Pro 
Tem the New York Senate was elected 
Chairman the Executive Committee.

LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS 


Alabama Special Session special ses- 
Sion the Alabama legislature, held Sep- 
tember 11-15, approved congressional 
redistricting measure which signed 
the Governar. Efforts redistrict 
along conventional lines had failed dur- 
ing the regular session which adjourned 
September 

result the 1960 census, Alabama 
will reduce the congressional delegation from 
nine eight members. 

The new law provides that party candi- 
dates for Congress shall selected the 
voters primary held each the former 
nine districts. candidate will one who 
receives majority vote, such party dis- 
trict primary. ina district primary 
person receives majority, district run- 
off election will held. The nine candi- 
dates who receive majorities the district 
primaries (or district run-offs, any,) 
will then certified the Chairman 
the party's State Executive Committee, and 
these nine names will appear the ballot 
statewide run-off primary election. 
Voters are vote for only eight the 
nine names, and the eight receiving the larg- 
est vote this statewide primary will then 
the party's candidates for Congress the 


general election, held November 
1962. 

The parties' candidates for Congress 
will run large, and voters will vote for 
eight congressional candidates that 


North Carolina The 1961 North Carolina 
Tegislature adopted record biennial bud- 
get approximately $1.5 billion. The gen- 
eral fund appropriation was increased from 
$585 million $776 million. For education, 
the legislature appropriated $526 million 
compared with $412 million for the previous 
biennium. 

New tax measures, expected yield 
$65 million additional revenue, include 
removal exemptions from the per cent 
Sales tax; 1.5 per cent rate car and 
airplane sales; and increase from 
per cent the levy retail liquor 
sales. The legislature also approved 
capital improvements program almost $70 
million, compared with $43 million two years 
ago. the total, $62 million 
financed bond issues subject approval 
the voters. 

The increase educational appropri- 
ations will permit salary increases averag- 
ing per cent for faculty institutions 
higher education. Higher minimum pay 
scales for starting teachers the public 
schools were set. will also permita 
per cent increase the number public 
school teachers order relieve over- 
crowding; provide special instruction for 
the gifted and the slow learners; and ease 
the administrative burdens teachers. 

new law requires the legislature 
establish uniform District Courts Jan- 
uary 1971, when all existing inferior 
courts will expire. All courts will 
financed the state level, and procedural 
rules for other than the Supreme Court will 
set the legislature. Administrative 
responsibility for the court system will 
vested Office the Courts. 

The legislature reapportioned the State 
House Representatives and provided, sub- 
ject referendum, for automatic reappor- 
tionment following each census. 
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State employees were given per 
cent raise pay schedules, and subsis- 
tence allowance for legislators was raised 
from $10 day. The legislature 
approved for submission the voters con- 
stitutional amendment establish line 
succession for the Office Governor. An- 
other amendment referred the voters reduces 
residence requirements for voting presi- 
dential elections. 

Health legislation provided for two 
new community mental clinics and for 
improvemeats the services eleven clin- 
ics now operation. vocational rehabili- 
tation program for discharged mental patients 
was set up. Other enactments provide for 
new school for the mentally retarded anda 
new treatment center for mentally ill teen- 
agers. Hospitalization payments for the 
aged were increased from $10 
$16 day. The legislature provided for 
regulation the transportation migra- 
tory workers. 

Highway legislation increased the High- 
way Commission from seven nineteen members, 
provided for minimum speed limits major 
highways, strengthened the point system 
for traffic violations, and made perman- 
ent compulsory automobile insurance law 
that had been scheduled expire this 
year. 


Texas The 1961 Texas legislature adopted 
record $2.6 billion spending program for 
the two years ahead about $100 million 
more than authorizations for the previous 
biennium. Appropriations for education, 
previously the recipient more thana 
third tax revenues, were increased 
about $1.1 billion for the new fiscal period. 

New revenue measures, expected yield 
added $354 million the biennium, in- 
clude limited per cent levy sales 
higher rates selected items per cent. 
Principal exemptions from the new levy in- 
food, prescribed medicines and sales 
nonprofit organizations. Other bills 
extend surtax corporation franchises, 
yield $20 million; reserve gas tax, 
bring million; and per cent in- 
crease driver license fees, produce 
million. limited escheat measure 
was adopted, expected net about $10 
million. 

recent constitutional amendment had 
extended the permissible length regular 
sessions from 120 days 140 days and had 
set legislators' salaries $4,800 annually. 
The 1961 session provided for social secur- 
ity coverage for legislators. Both its 
houses were redistricted. 

position classification plan was es- 
tablished for many state agencies. The 
legislature provided for formal adoption, 
filing, publication and distribution 


rules and regulations state administra- 
tive agencies and approved referendum, 
submitted the voters, determine 
whether the courts should available 
all appeals from administrative decisions. 
Another referendum, submitted the voters, 
would permit state employees serve pro- 
fessional scientific advisory boards there 

Several new laws deal with judicial 
administration. One provides for meetings 
head judges administrative judicial 
districts discuss problems and arrange 
for equitable case loads. 

estimated $195 million was added 
the minimum foundation school program. 
Local school districts will raise per 
cent this total. Approximately $140 
million the increase will finance raise 
the salary beginning teachers. 

Health, welfare and related legisla- 
tion provided for $111 millionfor insti- 
tutions for the mentally ill and the mentally 
retarded and for youth institutions. The 
appropriations will permit increase 
out-patient clinics and will finance ju- 
venile parole supervisory system. Two ad- 
ditional facilities for the mentally retarded 
were established. 

medical care program for persons 
public assistance was authorized, and the 
legislature appropriated $14 million for 
this purpose. The legislature approved for 
submission the voters referendum 
raise the limit state funds for aid 
the needy aged, the blind and children. 
authorized the State Health Department 
provide planning services local health 
agencies. The state hospital was permitted 
enter into contracts with private agencies 
for research medical care treatment 
for its patients. 

The legislature provided for the li- 
censing nuclear materials and for ra- 
diation control agency under the Health 
Department. also ratified the Southern 
Interstate Nuclear Compact. 

constitutional amendment, voted 
the electorate, would permit the State 
Water Development Board acquire storage 
such facilities. The ceiling loans 
the Water Development Board was raised 
$15 million. The legislature also author- 
ized study underground water supplies. 

Several new laws strengthen the regu- 
lations regarding saving and loan institutions 
and insurance companies. 

other action, major study ona 
possible revision the election code was 
authorized. Run-off were required 
special elections for Congress can- 
didate receives majority vote. conti- 
nuity government was approved 
for submission the voters, provide 
for temporary succession public office 
event enemy attack.

CONFERENCE DELINQUENCY 


house juvenile delinquency and youth crime 
was one three recommendations come out 
special meeting last month some 150 
authorities the subject, representing the 
Governors thirty-eight states. 

Participants the sessions, held 
October and Denver, Colorado, also 
recommended that each state vest primary re- 
sponsibility for prevention and combating 
juvenile delinquency with single agency 
official, all other state agencies 
directed cooperate fully with this desig- 
nated agency official aspects their 
programs that bear the problem. 

third recommendation the group was 
that the Governors' Conference accept the 
offer the National Association Broad- 
casters cooperate and assist inform- 
ing the public the nature and scope 
juvenile delinquency and youth crime, and 
that all other informational media in- 
vited and encouraged join the effort. 

The sessions were called the Gover- 
nors' Conference Committee Juvenile 
Delinquency. Committee members participat- 
ing general and concurrent small group 
discussions were Governor Stephen 
McNichols Colorado, Chairman; Governor 
Wesley Powell New Hampshire, officio 
member Chairman the Governors' Con- 
ference; and Governors John Anderson, Jr., 
Kansas, and Grant Sawyer Nevada. 
Lieutenant Governor James Kealoha Ha- 
waii represented Governor William Quinn, 
Vice Chairman the Committee. 

Concerning the proposed clearing house, 
the conferees suggested that established 
the auspices the Governors' Con- 
ference with the assistance the Council 
State Governments, the National Council 
Crime and Delinquency, the President's 
Committee Delinquency and Youth Crime and 
other interested groups and organizations," 
and that and make available 
the states the information and data necessary 
build sound program deal with juve- 
nile delinquency and youth crime." 

making these recommendations, the 
participants Denver also singled out six 
priority areas that ‘require initial atten- 
tion. They are (1) establishing precise def- 
initions the nature the data 
gathered and the manner which they are 
reported; (2) expanding and raising 
the level programs for training per- 
sonnel working with youth; (3) making the 
recruitment and selection properly quali- 
fied personnel matter first concern 
all agencies dealing with youth; (4) expand- 
ing competent research into the nature and 
causes deiinquency and youth crime and 
the means for coping with them; (5) encour- 


aging and expanding cooperation and exchange 
personnel and consultative services among 
the states; and (6) strengthening all govern- 
mental and voluntary educational, protective 
and correctional services. 


CRIME AND CORRECTIONS 


Vocational Training Hawaii has initiated 
vocational training and placement program 
for adult prison inmates. The program, au- 
thorized the legislature with appro- 
priation $57,000, being conducted with 
the cooperation the Department Educa- 
tion, the Adult Parole Board, and industrial 
management and labor. was originated 
Oahu Prison Ray Belnap, first director 
the new Division the State's 
Devartment Social Services. 

Under the program training made 
available full-time basis weld- 
ing, auto mechanics, woodworking and cabinet 
making, and the culinary arts, supplemented 
classes mathematics, science, English 
and mechanical drawing. The prison screens 
inmates determine their aptitude and 
achievement levels and advises and encour- 
ages inmates meeting criteria for the courses 
school. Teachers for the eight 
subjects are provided the Department 

Working with the inmates and the teach- 
ers newly formed Trade Advisory Council. 
provides two men, one from 
management and one from labor each the 
four vocational fields involved. The com- 
mittee will consult with instructors and stu- 
dents least quarterly keep them abreast 
new techniques and check progress 
students. 

When inmate ready for parole, his 
school record will turned over toa field 
parole officer, who will contact prospective 
employers and seek place the parolee ina 
Suitable job. inmate finishes course 
before has served his sentence, will 
put work the prison staff his 
newly learned trade. 


Utah Study The Utah State Council 
Criminal Administration, established 
the 1961 legislature examine the appli- 
cation Utah's criminal law, has initiated 
series hearings prison operations. 
The hearings will cover inmate classifica- 
tion, prison industries, and parole and 
probation work. the council plans 
inquire into the operation law enforce- 
ment, juvenile and district courts, local 
jails and other aspects the criminal law 
action. The council authorized 
advise various agencies involved the ap- 
plication the criminal law and assemble 
information and recommendations for admini- 
strative and legislative action. 
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Parole and Probation Compact The Parole 
and Probation Compact Administrators Asso- 
ciation held its annual meeting Colum- 
bus, Ohio, September 23. Administrators 
deputies from thirty-six jurisdictions 
were present. 

The administrators reaffirmed their 
position that the compact binds all states 
provide supervisory service for parolees 
and probationers sent other states under 
the compact. They considered also such mat- 
ters the rights parolees revoca- 
tion hearings, and the extent which 
pre-sentence reports should available 
prisoners. Proposals for model legis- 
lation relating parolees and probationers 
were reviewed.

HIGHER EDUCATION APPROPRIATIONS 


Total appropriations support higher 
education eleven southern states which 
held regular 1961 sessions increased from 
$404.5 million 1960 $447.9 million 
1961, the Southern Regional Education Board 
reported recently. 

Arkansas, North Carolina and Oklahoma 
took major steps increase faculty pay 
levels; Arkansas, Florida, Georgia and Mary- 
land acted improve provisions for student 
aid. Strengthened support for junior col- 
leges was given Alabama, Florida, Mary- 
land, South Carolina and Texas. 

other action, West Virginia adopted 
Supplemental retirement plan designed 
attract young faculty and also established 
branches its two universities provide 


greater geographical distribution facili- 
ties. Tennessee established committee 
coordinate the work all state-financed 
higher education. 


HIGHWAYS, HIGHWAY SAFETY 


Highway Safety Compact Another step 
the formulation interstate motor ve- 
hicle safety equipment compact was taken 
Phoenix, Arizona October 9-10, when 
some forty-five state officials and traf- 
fic and motor vehicle safety experts gave 
the proposed agreement thorough review. 

Governor Paul Fannin Arizona, Chair- 
man the Western Governors' Conference 
Committee Highway Safety, and California 
Senator Randolph Collier, Chairman the 
Western Interstate Committee Highway 
Policy Problems, shared directing sec- 
tion-by-section analysis the current 
draft the compact. Other participants 
included state administrative officials 
designated Governor Fannin and other 
members his committee, state legislators 
representing the Western Highway Policy 
Problems Committee, and members advi- 
sory group comprising representatives 
national organizations concerned with high- 
way safety and the automotive industry. 

Substantial changes the proposed 
agreement were recommended, necessitating 
further revision the compact, which has 
already gone through several drafts. new 
draft being drawn for another review 
the same group meeting scheduled 
for early December. 

The objective the compact pro- 
mote uniformity among the states regula- 
tion motor vehicle safety equipment and 
speed the acceptance new improved 
safety devices once their effectiveness has 
been demonstrated. 

Development the motor vehicle safety 
equipment compact paralleling the course 
followed the formulation the recently 
completed Driver License Compact (State Gov- 
ernment News February, 1961, 3). Both 
were initiated the Western Interstate Com- 
mittee Highway Policy Problems and the 
Western Conference. Their formu- 
lation has been carried forward these 
groups cooperation with the Council 
State Governments, state motor vehicle of- 
ficials, the interstate compact committee 
the National Conference Commissioners 
Uniform State Laws and representatives 
national organizations active high- 
way safety matters. 

Advance consent these kinds 
agreements among the states was granted 
Congress through the Beamer Resolution, 
Public Law 85-684, passed 1958. The 
principle interstate compact the 
motor vehicle safety equipment field has 
been endorsed number regional and 


Detainer Agreement meeting the 
Agreement Detainers was held Columbus, 


national organizations state officials, 
including the Governors' Conference and the 
American Association Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministrators. 


Washington Highway Study The Washington 
Legislative Interim Committee Highways 
has begun study state highway construc- 
tion needs and financing through 1975. The 
study was requested the 1961 legislature 
for submission the 1963 session. 

Senator Nat Washington, Committee Chair- 
man, said agreement had been reached with 
the State Highway Commission and the Auto- 
motive Safety Foundation study plan. 
will cover the distribution funds 
among cities, counties and the state; the 
programming road and highway improve- 
ment and construction within the limits 
anticipated revenues under the present 
tax rates; and the establishment pri- 
ority plan for developing roads and high- 
ways with the amount funds expected 
available. 

Under the agreement, the nonprofit 
Foundation will undertake the analytic and 
recommendatory phases the study cost, 
with basic ceiling $65,000, permitted 
vices must obtained outside the state. 
Most the basic data will assembled 
the Planning Division the State Depart- 
ment Highways. The agreement calls for 
the final report the hands the 
Committee November 15, 1962. 


Montana Mobile Highway Study The Montana 
Highway Commission undertaken mobile 
review the state's highway construction 
program. Embarking bus 1,000-mile, 
five-day tour ccvering fourteen cities, the 
Commissioners were given first-hand look 
the state's major highway projects 
process and prospect, with particular em- 
the peculiar problems being en- 
countered anticipated the various 
geographical sectors the state. District 
and Division engineers were hand along 
the way their areas authority ex- 
plain projects programmed and under way. 


State Highway Attorney 
General Januar Bove, Jr., Delaware, 
has submitted final report 1960-61 
investigation irregularities the State 
Highway Department. 

recommended numerous reforms 
prohibit conflicts interest and tighten 
controls over purchases and bidding, handling 
funds and inventories, right-of-way ac- 
quisitions, and other operating practices 
and procedures. also urged the legis- 
lature reimburse the Delaware Citizens 
Crime Commission for funds which they pro- 


vided the Attorney General conduct the 
investigation. 

final recommendation the report, 
dated September 1961, would provide the 
Attorney General's office with adequate 
funds conduct comparable investigations 
the future. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 


Reclamation Project The first step ina 
long range reclamation program 
Florida expected provide larger 
economic opportunities for 1,200 Seminoles 
the state and chance allay century- 
old tribal antagonisms. project, 
convert 100,000 acres reservation marsh- 
land into farm and cattle pasture, will cost 
federal and per cent state funds. 


State Foresters Meet State Foresters held 
their Thirty-ninth Annual Meet- 
ing October 1-5, Macon, Georgia, site 
the Georgia Forestry Center and the United 
States Forest Service's Southeastern Forest 
Experiment Station. Folweiler, Forest 
Service Director Texas presided, and 
Ray Shirley, Forestry Director Georgia, 
was host the meeting. 

Opportunity was provided for on-the-spot 
examination advanced research programs 
carried the center state and feder- 
agencies research causes and pre- 
vention fires, seed testing and grading, 
and related matters. The foresters also 
visited numerous state and private forests 
and processing plants, and were shown demon- 
strations land and aerial fire suppression 

The business sessions included joint 
meeting with Forest Service officials 
which current federal-state cooperative 
forest programs were reviewed detail. 

The association elected its five- 
member Executive Committee for the coming 
year Ralph Wible Pennsylvania Presi- 
dent, Francis Raymond California 
Vice President, John Beale Wisconsin 
Secretary-Treasurer, and Dwight Phipps 
Oregon. Dr. Folweiler, immediate past 
President, also serves the Executive Com- 
mittee, which has broad interim responsi- 
bilities for conferring with the U.S. Forest 
Service regarding cooperative forest programs 
and their administration. 


Water Project Approved The Texas Board 
Water Engineers has certified the 
State Water Development Board $5.2 mil- 
lion Sabine River Authority Project for 
land acquisition and engineering costs 
the Texas side projected Toledo Bend 
Dam and reservoir. 
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The dam and reservoir will extend more 
than 100 miles into Texas and Louisiana. 
The Development Board expects ultimately 
lend the Authority total $15 million, 
the remaining portion for construction, 
exchange for lien Authority revenues, 
including proceeds from the sale hunting 
and fishing rights, and water. 

State monies, Louisiana having already 
earmarked $15 million for its portion, will 
finance $30 million approximately half 
total development costs for the bi-state 
project. Revenue bonds based power sales 
Texas and Louisiana utilities will finance 
the remainder. 


HOUS ING 


New York Program Governor Nelson Rocke- 
feller New York has proposed major mid- 
dle income housing program for New York City. 
calls for construction new housing for 
one million persons the next ten years 
total cost some $4.75 billion. 

The proposed new housing would comprise 
high-rise apartment buildings utilizing air 
rights over publicly owned facilities, such 
tunnel entrance plazas, piers, storage 


tracks, highways and new schools. Plans 
for projects two sites already have been 
approved. 


Under the program per cent loans 
would available from the state low 
interest rates and the projects would re- 
ceive per cent real estate tax abate- 
ment from the city for thirty years. These 
features, plus the use air rights, would 
make possible keep rents down 
estimated range $29 per room per month, 
less. 

announcing the program Governor 
Rockefeller noted that the proposed con- 
struction would not require any destruc- 
tion existing buildings relocation 
families, and thus would provide net 
addition the housing supply New York 
City. 


Housing Law Held Illegal The Washington 


State Supreme Court five four deci- 


Sion has held that the state's anti-discrim- 
ination law housing unconstitutional. 
The decision which four separate opinions 
were written, upheld the ruling County 
Superior Court that the 1957 act violates 
the equal protection clause the United 
States Constitution and the special privi- 
leges and immunities clause the State 

The case originated when the State 
Board Against Discrimination ordered the 
owner home for sale sell toa 
Negro for $18,000. Ignoring the order, the 
owner sold the home for $17,250 white 
who said held prior option 
uy. 


the first majority opinion Justice 
Harry Elsworth Foster noted that the power 
the board order sale was limited 
instances which owner placing his 
home the market holds unpaid loan from 
state federal agency commitment 
for federal state loan. Where the fi- 
nancing completely private and involves 
federal state loans, the opinion pointed 
out the board has power require the 
owner sell any particular person. 

"Can the state constitutionally compel 
home owner sell his home one desig- 
nated state administrative agency solely 
because such home owner has not paid public 
state agency while immunizing all other 
home owners from such coercive power," 
Justice Foster asked his opinion. 

answered the question stating 
that the State Supreme Court upholds the 
lower court finding that the law uncon- 
stitutionally discriminatory under the 
equal protection clause the 14th Amend- 
ment the federal constitution and under 
the privileges and immunities clause the 
state constitution. the decision involves 
question federal constitutionality, 
appeal may taken the United States 
Supreme Court. 


CONFERENCE RAILROAD PROBLEMS 


Eastern Governors' Conference 
Railroad Problems was held New York City 
October 25. Governor Wesley Powell 
New Hampshire, Chairman the National Gov- 
ernors' Conference, presided. Other Gover- 
nors attending were Governor Elbert Carvel, 
Delaware; Governor Matthew Welsh, Indiana; 
Governor John Reed, Maine; Governor 
Millard Tawes, Maryland; Governor John 
Volpe, Massachusetts; Governor John Swain- 
son, Michigan; Governor Robert Meyner, New 
Jersey; Governor Nelson Rockefeller, New 
York; and Governor John Notte, Jr., Rhode 
Island. 

Official representatives the Gov- 
ernors Connecticut, Illinois, Ohio, Penn- 
Sylvania, Vermont and West Virginia were 
present. The participants also included 
presidents other high officials some 
fifty railroads serving the eastern part 
the nation and the presidents number 
railroad unions. 

The conference heard reports from six 
representatives railroad management, who 
outlined problems confronting the railroads. 
Subjects discussed included the effect 
subsidized competition and needs for ade- 
quate user charges, state and local taxes, 
effects the railroads private carriage 
and agricultural and bulk commodity exemp- 
tions, and commuter services. 

Representatives railroad labor 
stressed their conviction that railroads 
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are growing industry and expressed their 
recognition serious confronting 
many the lines today. 

Following the presentations manage- 
ment and labor, the Governors and other 
state officials participating asked numer- 
ous questions and commented upon the state- 
ments made. They noted the impact rail 
service the economies their states and 
reported various steps already taken 
many the states assist the railroads 
through tax abatement, special payments for 
maintenance service, and programs for fi- 
nancing purchase new equipment. 


CALIFORNIA REORGANIZATION 


Governor Edmund Brown California 
has taken steps implement reorganization 
the executive branch state government 
both permanent and interim basis and 
establish cabinet structure assist 
framing executive policy. 


Governor Brown named administrators 
for four new posts created the 1961 leg 
islature, each providing overall direction 
for several state departments and boards 
(State Government News, September, 1961, 


3). the same time, created four 
other overall administrative posts ex- 
ecutive order interim basis con- 
solidate further the work the executive 
branch until the legislature completes 
action the Governor's proposed reorgan- 
ization plan. 

The four statutory and four interim 
administrators make eight-man cabi- 
net that has been activated assist the 
Governor and four other elected officials 
policy making decisions. After meet- 
ing October, the Governor announced that 
the cabinet would hold weekly meetings and 
meet with him every two weeks. 

The newly appointed heads the sta- 
tutory agencies are Richard McGee, Youth

and Adult Corrections Agency; Robert 
Bradford, Highway Transportation Agency; 
William Warne, Natural Resources Agency, 
who continues also serve Director 
the Department Resources; and Samuel Leask, 
Jr., Administrator the Health and Wel- 
fare Agency. 

Administrators the interim agencies, 
who will continue serve their old jobs, 
are Hale Champion, Director Finance, 
Revenue and Management Agency; Preston 
Silbaugh, Savings and Loan Commissioner, 
Business and Commerce Agency; John Hen- 
ning, Director Industrial Relations, 
Employment Relations Agency; and Bradford 
Crittendon, California Highway Patrol Com- 
missioner, Public Safety Agency. 

Elected officials serving officio 
members the cabinet are Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Glenn Anderson, Attorney General Stan- 
ley Mosk and Superintendent Public Instruc- 
tion, Roy Simpson. Dr. John Richards, 
newly appointed Director the Coordin- 
ating Council for Higher Education also 

rves officio member the cab- 

Governor said the cabinet was 
established improve communication with 
key officials responsible for important 
state functions and permit greater per- 
sonal attention the multitude programs 
for which the state responsible. 
will also provide means for evaluation 
existing programs and long-range planning 
for future state needs. 

Department heads not the cabinet 
still will have direct access the Gov- 
ernor, but they also are being asked 
keep the administrators their policy 
areas informed all department matters. 
The Governor added that meeting the need 
form tentative groupings state boards 
and departments now, had intention 
anticipating guessing legislative judg- 
ment the final shape state reorgani- 
zation. 
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
